People have been fo far infatuated, as to give up 
the Rights of human Nature to the arbitrary De- 
ſigns and Will of a Deſpotick Prince: But this 
was not the Caſe in the Text, David who was the 
Lord's anointed; was alſo the People's anointed. 

And this is our happy Caſe this day; We have 
a KING whom we have as much Ground to 
believe, is the Choice of God, as ever King was, 
of whom we have not a particular Revelation, 
and yet he is the Choice of the People too. 

2 1. He is the Choice of God : For if Providences are a Rule 
for Judgment, and give us any light into God's 
Mind, theſe beſpeak him to be the eg Choice. 
Take ſome few of the many Remarks that have 
been made of Providential Occurrences : ''That
